WASHINGTON, June 18.—It was determined by President McKinley, Secre- 


tary Long and the members of the Naval War Board at a conference held at the 


Executive Mansion to-day to organize a fast and powerful flying squadron to meet 
Admiral Camara’s fleet. The squadron will be under the command of Commodore 
Schiey and will be composed of the first-class battleship Oregon, the armored 
cruiser Brooklyn, the New Orleans, the Minneapolis, the Cincinnati, the Newark, 
the Yale or the Harvard and probably one or two other vessels. The flying squad- 
ron will concentrate near San Juan, Porto Rico. This squadron will form and 
await the appearance of the Spanish fleet. 

Naval authorities do not believe that Admiral Camara will proceed any further 
than the Canaries, but no chances will be taken. Scouts will be sent in all directions 
to guard every possible passage by which Admiral Camara would try to slip 
through. The cast entrance of the Carribbean Sea wili be closely watched and the 
ocean on the north of Porto Rico will be patrolled to prevent the Spanish Admira! 
from entering Cuban ports. Scouts will be used to protect the Atlantic coast from 
a possible attack. 

The Brooklyn, Cregon ard New Orleans are now off Santiago. The other 
ships are scattered. It is 700 miles from Cadiz to the Canaries, where it is believed 
Camara is headed. It will require four days for the fleet to make this point. It 
cannot reach there vefore Monday. 

Should the fleet be making for Porto Rico or Cuba its next stop will be at 
Cape Verde for coal, a distance of 875 miles. Commodore Schley will have ample 
time to assemble his squadron before the Span’sh fleet has time to leave Cape Verde. 

The distance from Cape Verde to Porto Rico is 2500 miles and will require Ad- 
miral Camara’s ships at least two weeks to cover the distance. Future develop- 
ments will determine whether San Juan wil] be taken and troops landed before Ad- 
miral Camara is definitely located. Naval officials scout the idea that the Spanish 
fleet is making for Manila. Naval strategists believe that the fleet will be heard 
from next at the Canaries. They do not think that it will venture any further than 
Cape Verde. 

It is not yet decided, but should Admiral Camara not make his appearance, it 
is probable that Commodore Schley will be ordered to sail after him.

It is under- 
stood the War Department has urged the utmost haste in getting the third expedition 
afloat. The news from Manila !s causing grave apprehension both in Washington 
and among the commanders of the expeditionary forces. 

Major-General Ous wil! have full charge of the mobilizing and equipping of the 
troops and relieve Gen. Merritt and staff of the laborious details. 

Gen. Merritt would like to take the cruiser Philadelphia as convoy, but there 
are still two weeks’ work on the fighting ship, and the third expedition will, if it 
leaves on time, go without the cruiser. The five transports will make a total of 
4200, giving Gen. Merritt an effective force of 10,200 men. Admiral 
Dewey's fiect has a fighting force of 1800 additional. There is a rumor 
that Brigadier-General McArthur will command the third expedition in- 
stead of Brigadier-General Charlies King The work on the transports is being vig- 
orously carried on. Positive orders have been issued for the five ships to be ready 
to leave by June 25, and supplies for the troops are already being taken on board. 
The coaling of the ships was begun to-day, and the indications are that the vessels 
will be ready by the time designated.

Gen. Miles, whose ability has not been questioned, although his views have not 
been received with favor, could not consistently agree that conditions are such as 
to permit of operations in Western Cuba at this time. The reasons he advances 
why a successful expedition could not be carried to Havana are that the climate 
conditions would jeopardise the lives of the soldiers; the rainy season would con- 
duce to sickness and impair the efficiency of the invading army; and that the troops 
are not equipped or fitted for the expedition. The naval officials are, almost to a 
man. arrayed against a policy that means delay.

The Porto Rico expedition, it now appears, may be delayed. The outlook is 


at best quite unfavorable for an early movement of troops toward the coveted 
island. ' 

The sailing of the Camara fleet from Cadiz for an unknown destination may have 
the same effect upon the Porto Rico expedition that Cervera’s fleet did upon the 
Santiago one. The military authorities will not send a fleet of transports out upon 
the open sea if there is a possibility of their being attacked by Spanish warships. 

Another serious problem to be solved before troops can be sent to Porto Rigo 
is the securing of adequate transportation facilities. The outlook now for trané- 
port ships is most unfavorable. The War Department has made overtures to ship 
owners which have not met with ready or favorable responses. Extreme measures 
may be necessary to secure the vessels needed. 

It was at first thought that some of the transport ships used to Santiago might 
be returned, but the military authorities would not listen to that proposition. 

They say that it would be very unwise to remove all avenue of escape, and 
preparations must be made for unexpected contingencies that may arise.

THE ARMY OF INVASION, 
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Great American army of invasion now on its way to Cuba, is 
4 One of the noted characters in the United States army. The 
Men of the regular army who have served under him call him 
; “Bull” Shafter. This is probably because he is so short and 
stout, being but a few inches over 6 feet in height, and weigh- 
ing close to 300 pounds. 
. It was at St. Louis in July, 1866, that he passed the examina- 
¥ tion which admitted him to the regular army, but he was al- 
‘ ready a distinguished soldier. He is not a West Pointer. 
He was born in Michigan in 1835, belng two years older than 
; Benator Burrows, who was afterward his schoolmaster at Gull 
: Prairie Seminary in Kalamazoo. Soon after the great rebellion 
in the South had set the country on fire young William and 
his brother, John Shafter, enlisted in a volunteer regiment and 
were off to the war. They were the sons of a Michigan farmer. 
William Rufus entered the volunteer army with a first lieu- 
tenant's commission tn the 7th Michigan Infantry under date 
of Aug. 22, 1861. On Sept. 25 of the same year he was made a 
major of the 19th Michigan, which regiment of infantry he 
helped to organize. On June 1863, he was promoted to the 
rank of lieutenant-colonel, and about a year later he was made 
colonel of the 17th United States colored infantry.

LONDON, June 18.—The sailing of Camara’s fleet into the Mediterranean is. 


regarded here as a mere blind, though a particularly shallow one, for if the fleet 
stole back under the Moorish coast to the westward under cover of darkness, as 
generally surmised, the trick will be exposed effectually in a few days when its 
whereabouts fail to be reported from the crowded waterways of the Mediterranean. 
Besides, it will be due in six days at the utmost at the Suez Canal. The possibility 
that the battleship Pelayo or the Carlos V. may ground in the canal, blocking traf- 
fic. has been represented to the canal authorities, who will refuse to permit them 
to enter if their draft threatens grounding, but such a contingency is regarded in 
the last degree remote. The opinion still prevails that the fleet will either return 
to Cadiz, detach or hide itself in some unfrequented inlet of the Canaries. 

Orders for 24,000 bushels of coal, half for Cadiz, and half for the Canaries, have 
been delivered from Welsh ports during the past week, and further orders for 18,000 
are now in course of fulfillment.

NEW YORK, June 18.—Capt. Rafael 
Conte of the Cuban army has arrived at 
the headquarters of the Cuban Junta In 
this city with dispatches from Gen. Go- 
mez. He was accompanied by a lieutenant 
of the “Army of Liberation.”” Capt. Conte 
and his companion left Gomez in Las 
Villas. The General then had with him @ 
body guard of only 60 men as cavalry es- 
cort. There was little food in the region 
where Gomez was making his headquar- 
ters, so he did not mass any large number 
of men there, but had them spread over 
a large extent of territory and directed 
their movements from his headquarters. 

He has all the necessary arrangements 
made for the concentration of the troops 
when the proper time comes, but keeps 
them scattered and employed in a guer- 
rilla warfare in the meantime so that they 
may find food. The Captain claims that 
Gomez can concentrate 30,000 armed men 
in a short time at any point where it is 
desirable. There are séveral thousand 
more men who are attached to Gomez's 
army and only waiting for arms to be 
avallable to begin defensive or offensive 
operations, 


In a skirmieh with guerrillas about three 
weeks ago Gomez was wounded in the left 
arm by a Mauser bullet. The wound healed 
quickly, however, in spite of the General's 
advanced age, and when the Captain left 
headquarters the old chief was able to use 
his arm ag well as before he was hit. 


After leaving the camp the Captain made 
his way to the sea coast, living on sweet 
potatoes, which they found along the way. 

For two days they were without food at

all. Finally they reached the sea coast be- 
tween Matanzas and Cardenas and were 
taken by a fishing boat to a small bay, until 
a vessel of the blockading fleet was reported, 
when they put off in a rowboat and were 
picked up six miles off the Goast. The ves- 
sel which picked them up was the Osceola, 
Capt. Purcell. The Osceola is one of the 
auxiliary fleet. They were nearly naked 
and nearly famished when they were taken 
on board the Osceola, but the officers of the 
vessel furnished them with food and cloth- 
ing and landed them at Key West. From 
there they came at once to this city with 
their dispatches, 

Gomez is now especially desirous of re- 
ceiving arms and food. It is understood 
that a definite plan for the concentration 
of the troops of Gomez with Gen. Miles’ 
forces has been arranged between the 
General and the War Department at Wash- 
ington. 

Meantime Gomez will keep his forces scat- 
tered. 

Capt. Conte says that from information 
received from Gomez's spies it !s known 
that in all the garrison towns held by the 
Spanish troops sickness is making great 
ravages. The hospitals in Havana are so 
overcrowded with sick that proper medical 
attention cannot be given them and the 
number of dead increases every day. The 
coal supply of Havana is nearly exhausted 
and what there is left has been taken in 
charge by Blanco, who has his officers 
supervise consumption. The electric Nght- 
ing company received an order to shut off 
their dynamos at $ o'clock so that the coal 
might be husbanded.

UNJUST TO PROPERTY OWNERS. 


Why the Measure Will Work Incalcu- 


lable Harm tothe Taxpayers . 
and Citizens.

Mr. Robert Moore, the veteran engineer 
and student of municipal affairs, has ex- 
amined the proposed charter amendments 
and finds little that is good and much that 
is bad in them. 

The little good is so dependent upon and 
interwoven with the bad that he advises 
a rejection of the whole. He exposes the 
bad features of the amendments as fol- 
lows: ; 

“The framers of the charter amendments 
have set out to do some things, as to the 
desirability of which there can be no dis- 
pute; but they have done them in guch a 
way as to be unnecessarily vexatious and 
of iasting injury to the taxpayers. 

“The purpose of amendment No. 1 is a 
good one, that purpose being to relieve the 
President of the Board of Public Improve- 
ments of routine work which agn be done 
as well by a competent clerk. The objec- 
tion to this amendment is that to make it 
effective requires the adoption of amend- 
ment No. 3, which, {n my judgment, is ex- 
ceedingly objectionable. 

“Amendment No, 2 is also one to which 
no objection can be raised—at least I have 
no objection to it. 

‘“‘Amendment No. 8, which is the principal 
one, revolutioniz.s the present system of 

ublic improvements, under wh.ch the city 

as been working, for W years with the 
most satisfactory results and under which 
it has prospered as it never has during any 
like period in its history. Without und r- 
taking to state all the objectionable feat- 
ures a few will be noted. One concerns the 
quest.on of street openings, und«r which 
the greatest possible injustice is done the 
property owners. For example, it is pro- 


vided that upon the report of the 
commissioners ta the Circuit Court, 
the court shall give the city a 
reasonable time to report the find- 


ing of the commissioners to the Municipal 
Assemb] for its information and ap- 
proval, during which time no action shall 
be had by the court, and if the Assy 
does nothing the report stands approved, 
without the property holder having the 
right to enter his objections in court. This 
is the Interpretation of th.s amendment 
made by the most «xcellent lawyers, an 
may work great hardship on property own- 
ers. It mans, in fact, the taking of prop- 
erty without due process of law. 

“But if during th.s time the Assembly 
disapproves the report, the court shall set 
it aside and order a new assessment of

“Section 4 of amendment No. 8 concerns 
the methods of proceeding for street im- 
provements. Under the present charter the 
Board of Public Improvement may of its 
own motion and upon the petition of any 
reputable freehoider of property shall des- 
ignate a day on which they will consider 
the improvement of any street. If upon the 
day appointed the owners of the major part 
of the property on the line of the proposed 
improvement remonstrate the improvement 
can be ordered only by the unanimous vote 
of the board and a vote of two-thirds of the 
members of each House of the Assembly. 
[he idea of the present law ts that in con- 
structing an improvement to be paid for by 
a special tax and for the anecial benefit of 
the property owner, the property owner 
shall have a voice in the decision. 

“The proposed amendment, first of all 
takes away the right of the property own- 
er to initiate the proceedings for the im- 
provement. And, further, even if all the 
property owners remonstrate, it requires 
a vote of only two-thirds of the Board of 
Public Improvements at a regular meeting 
—that its four out of six members or a 
majority of 1—to order the improvement; 
and a like majority only in the Municipal 
Assembly. That is. the remonstrance of 
the property-owner is given no legal effect 
whatever. 

“Another tInstance tn which the rights 
of the property-owners are to be disre- 
garded is found in the provisions relative 
to special) tax bills. The present charter

His opinion in full follows: 


Financially the board is interested in the 
charter amendments mainly as a large real es- 
tate owner. The amendments make some very 
radical and sweeping changes in regard to the 
mode of paying for street and alley improve- 
ments and in regard to grading, pav ng and 
cleaning. While formerly the grading and 
cleaning of streets had to be paid out of the 
general reverue of the city, which is an en- 
tirely separate revenue from that of the board 
and any improvements made at one time cou!

of the abutting property, exclusive of itmprove- 


ments, under the proposed amendments the 
entire burden of grading and cleaning of

From these 40 boys the best 21 were final- 
ly selected and certified to the committee.

The Commodore next signalled orders for 
the men to rest. The gunners lay down on 
the decks—anywhere they could find room, 
As there was a possibility of the battle 
opening at any moment everything was in 
readiness, every gun loaded, every furnace 
blazing at full power, every water-tight 
compartment closed below deck, magazines 
opened, ammunition holsts filled, gun crews 
stripped naked to the waist—and then the 
men were told to lay down at their posts 
and get some sleep go that their nerves 
might be steady for the great battle in the 
morn‘ne. 

Officers moved about Inspecting every 
point on the ships over and over again and 
conversing in low tones so as not to dis- 
turb the sleepers over whose legs they 
climbed. 

Probably many of the gunners pretended 
to sleep, but the majority of them stretched 
out on their backs, closed their eyes and 
probably took cat naps. A number of the 
men told me afterwards that they had 
three or four hours good sleep. 

A few moments before 6 a. m.. as the 
sky was lighting with the dawn the spires 
of Manila appeared dimly outlined on the 
horizon and below them the round dome of 
the public buildings.

“When a physician is in doubt about what has 
caused a person to die suddenly, he generally 
calls it heart disease.

SUGGESTIONS FOR CARE OF INFANTS. 
By Dr. John M. Rader. 


HE importance of the care of a child during 
its first and second summers cannot be 


over-estimated. Parents, as well as physi- 
clans, are handicapped by the infant's inability 
to speak, but the expression of countenance be- 
trays the sensations of even the youngest. Par- 
ticularly is this true in case of sickness. The ex. 
pression of a usually healthy infant becomes so 
changed within 2 hours that it is hardly possi- 
bie to recognize the Little one. 

The eyeballs sink back into the orbits so that 
the lids are scarcely able to cover the eye. The 
nose becomes pointed and the ruddy lips sharp and 
thin. A diarrhea (or summer complaint) of sev- 
eral hours’ atanding makes the skin soft and 
lax. Small folds form in it. If the disease con- 
tinues the adipose tissue will disappear, leaving 
the face flabby. 

The manner in which nutriment ts administered 


to a child Is not immaterial. It can be fed from 
the first day of life with a spoon, but I think 
it is better to use a bottle. because the muscies 


of the face are exercised tn an equal manner, 
as at the Dreaat of the mother. 

To prevent summer complaint disease the child 
should be bathed at least once a day, and given 
plenty of fresh air, the air of the river is very 
healthy for infants. The mother or nurre should 
take it on) one of the many river excursions at 
least once’a week; or, if they cannot spare the 
time or m@ney, they imay take them down to the 
river or over on the ferryboat every morning.

This is very well, and if the pupil can keep 
his head sufficiently to remember the anatomy of 
the part, and where and how to make the needed 
pressure, the instruction will not have been ip 
vain. Unfortunately nature has omitted to mark” 
on the skin the course of the arteries beneath, an 
omission which it has been proposed to supply 
artificially in the case of solidlers going to battle, 

For those of us who lack such a map It te useful 
to remember that by strongly binding the joint 
above the bleeding part, 
of the Iimbs, we can often so reduce the flow of 
blood in the artery that the hemorrhage willl cease 
spontaneously. The same result may sometimes 
be reached by raising the wounded member, end 
s0 opposing the force of gravity to the biced 
current. | 

When the hemorrhage Is from an Internal organ, 
as the lungs or stomach, benefit may sometimes 
be obtained by tying a bandage firmly round one 
or more of the extremities eo as to prevent the 
return of blood through the veins. In that way 
the volume of blood circulating tn the bo@y is 
reduced,

“During nine months I 
foreman of the. Mexican 
tallroad,”’ said Brown. “I never had any 
trouble with the men under me until a few 
weeks ago, when one of them was accident- 
ally killed. We were coming in one even- 
ing and this greaser fell from the car. 
The handcar was heavily loaded and when 
it passed over his body the flange of the 
wheel cut a deep. gash in his arm, breast 
and throat. The jugular veln was severed 
and the man died before we reached Tre- 
vino. I say I had never had any trouble 
with the greasers—I mean by that nothing 
serious. There had been some disagree- 
ment between the section men and myself. 
but no shooting affairs or anything of that 
kind. The men had a bad feeling toward 
me—because I made them work hard, I 
but I did not for that, and 
went on about my business. 

“When we arrived in Trevino with the 
dead greaser, I was told that the law in 
that country held a man responsible for al) 
the men working under him. | had never 
heard of such a law, and could not believe 
that it was in existence. 1 gave notice 
that 1 would not submit to arrest on ac- 
count of that man's death, as I was in no 
way to blame for it. 

“I got my revolvers ready, and watched 
with apprehension the moveenents of the 
Mexicans. About 7 o'clock In the evening 
they came toward me, and I walked leli- 
surely toward a sort of stockade down by

I tried to appear un- 
concerned, but I noticed that several of 
the Mexicans had Winchesters and the

When 
they pressed me close I turned and fired @ 
shot over their heads. I did not a'm at 
any of them, but I thought they would 
stop, and that I could reach the stockade, 

“I did not get to it before they opened 
fre on me, and I don’t know now what 


kept them from killing me at the first vol- 


ley. Perhaps they did not intend to kill 
me then, but the bullets whisiled all around 
me. The fight was on from that instant. 
If I ever told the truth in my life, I tell 
it now, when I say that I only fired twelve 
shots and killed thirteen of the Mexicans. 
I asn not certain, but I think I killed every 
man in that section gang. It seemed to 
me that the fight lasted two hours, but It 
was only a few minutes, I suppose. The 
Mexicans tired at me so many times that 
there was a thick smoke between us part 
of the time. When the smoke was thick I 
lay down on the ground and as it rose 
from the ground I could see the feet and 
legs of the greasers as they moved around. 

“They were getting closer to me all the 
time, and althcugh I had more ammunition, 
I did not have time to reload my revolvers. 
Two of them ran up behind me, and in an- 
other instant I was a prisoner. I expected 
to be shot right there, but they are cooler 
than we are in this country, and they de- 
cided to take me to Salttio for trial. The 
trial wouid have been practically the same 
as in this country, except that it would 
have been held at once, and there would 
have been no chance for me at all. 

“I was kept at Trevino until the next 
day, when the five guards started with me 
to Saltillo. We made the start about 4 
o'clock in the afternoon, over a trail that 
is simply terrible. -It is the only way to 
reach Saltillo, and I had some little hope 
o. escaping while we were on the way. 
After I saw that one of my guards was a 
brother of one of the men I had killed, I 
did not have so much hope, for I thought 
he would kill me on the trail, and say I 
had tried to escape, 

“The nature of a Mexican Is very pecu- 
flar, and I believe I won the confiSence of 
my captors the first night. If that is not 
the case, they were trying to induce me to 
run, for they did not bind me at all, and 
such @ thiag as a handcuff is unksewn 
there. The brother of the dead 
stood guard. the first nigh and 
he often feigned sleep, I ; 
to escape. tes

“I crawled over one of the sleeping 
guards and made my way to some under- 
brush a hundred yards away. When I 
arose I ran as I had never run before. 
By dayhght I was out of their reach, and 
after that I traveled at night over a track- 
leas mountain country, keeping the genera] 
direction in my head. Finally I reached 
the railroad late one afternoon, seventy- 
five or a hundred miles from Trevino, and 
flagged the freight train. The railroad men 
knew me—knew I had started to Saltillo 
with the guards, and never expected to see 
me again. They took me on board and car- 
ried me within twenty miles of Daz, which 
is just across the Rio Grande from Eagie 
Pass. They put me off there, ag they dared 
not carry me into Diaz, knowing I would 
be captured. I was supplied with news- 
papers and matches with which to flag the 
passei'ger train, and the conductor said he 
would telegraph to the conductor of the 
passenger to pick me up. 


“I got aboard the pas*enger train that 
night and was carried safely into Eagle 
Pass.

HEN the first transport salled from 

W Port Tampa on the 8th day of 

June, and it was believed that the 
others would follow immediately—as some 
of them really did-—every woman at Tampa, 
whose husband had gone, began to inquire 
the time of departure of trains for the 
North, for we wished to lose no time in 
getting awny. One lady did not wait for 
the fleet to start, for, in spite of years of 
frontier life, during which her husban4 
has many times been out against the In- 
dians, each time she faints at saying good- 
by, and she says that she doesn’t wish him 
to think of her this time as fainting on the 
dock. 

Fortunately, thourch, most of us had 
really not started home when the recall 
was sounded. For many reasons, I am glad 
that I had not: primarily because I would 
have’ missed almost a week more with my 
husband, and, secondly, I would not have 
had that delightful and thrilling experi- 
ence of living on a transport for three 
whole days. So much did I enjoy the Nfe 
that I was quite ready to go to Cuba or 
wherever it may be that the army ts going. 
Often, as we sat on deck, the passers-by 
would look at us, as though scarcely able 
to believe the evidence of their eyes, that 
ladies really were on that ship. There were 
only two of us in all the number of army 
women gathered there that had this priyi- 
lege, and we made the most of it. 

Roll call on board itn time of war ts at 9 
o’clock, and on this ship officers as well as 
men were expected aboard at that. time. 
Both of us were at the hotel and our hus- 
bands on the same ship, 30 yards dis tant. 
We were beginning to feel that it was too 
bad to be so near each other and vet see 
@ach other for so short a time each even- 
ing, when the commanding officer sent us 
an invitation to live aboard as long as the 
ship was in port, an invitation which it ts 
needless to say was promptly accepted. 

It was one of the few ships not crowded 
m that time, thovgh since then it has been 
80; then, however, each officer had a state- 
room to himself and there were several not 
in use at all. The men, too, were fairly com- 
fortable, though now there are 1 more and 
they are crowded uncomfortably, and when 
the ship strikes a heavy sea. the poor men 
will suffer. Still they are better off than 
those on some of the other boats, where 
they are packed in so that they have scarce- 
ly room in which to breathe. 

When we became the ship’s gwuests there 
were eight officers, two being sure: ‘pns, be- 
sides two newspaper men and a naval cadet 
acting as signal officer. On board each 
transport is one of these cadets belonging 
to the first class at Annapolis: they stay 
with the transports only until they reach 
the warships to which they have been as- 
Signed. This one goes to the Brooklyn.

By dinner time we were usually pretty 
hungry, and I think the bell which rang for 
the svuldiers half an hour in advance of 
Ours, made our appetites all the more keen. 
The steward asked us if we fared as well 
on the boat as at the hotel; said that he 
had such a hard fime getting anything at 
all for the table: that the hotels had a 
monopoly of everything. The food is very 
like that “we have in St. Louis. In the 
dining room we used two tables; at the 
head of ours was the ship's Captain, then 
our Major, two Captains, our husbands 
and ourselves, 

In spite of its being so far south, the 
days were very pleasant, that is, in the 
shade, and the evenings delightful. As we 
sat there on deck with that glorious South- 
ern moon casting its reflection into the bay, 
the lights from the transports and war ves- 
sels twinkling in the distance, and the 
searchlights scouring the bay, resting here 
and there to be thoroughly sure that all 
was right, and the light strains of music 
dancing to us over the waves, it seemed 
fairyland. 

The night before sailing there was a 
dreadful storm, when it looked as though 
nothing could stand before it. It Was a 
real tropical storm in all of its fury, and 
by and by such a crash came that we 
thought all of the rigging was falling, but 
it proved to be only the canvas canopy 
over the officers’ deck being torn into 
shreds, so that unless the ship has another 
to put in its place, the officers cannot en- 


joy their hammocks or steamer chairs un- 


til after sunset. Then, too, the gangways 
for the horses were swept away so that 
when the orders came for horses to be 
loaded at 3:30 o'clock the next morning 
the whole crew had to turn out to build 
new ones; as a result, the horses did not 
come on until after 5 o'clock, although ac- 
cording to orders they were there on time. 

It was well there was a delay necessary, 
for it would have been no easy matter to 
persuade them to go on in the dark. 

Before breakfast the signal officer hoisted 
the signal for water, three different kinda 
of flags indicating the letters J. W. B., I 
think, of the international code. I tried to 
persuade him to put up a signal saying 
there was no hurry, but was not success- 
ful. I knew the ship could not sail until 
it had a supply of water. In a little while 
the Tarpon came up and gave our ships 
all the water necessary. 

Breakfast over, two companies of infan- 
try came on board and everything was in 
readiness for sailing; but not until after- 
noon did the orders to move come, thus 
giving us almost another day on board.

THE DECLINE IN WHEAT AND 
NEWS FROM SPAIN THE 
CAUSE. 


CLOSE DULL AND UNCERTAIN. 


The. Money Market but Little Affected 
by the Result of the Bond Sub- 
scription for the War Loan. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. | 

NEW YORK, June 18.—The greater 
amount of the selling under which the stock 
market declined this morning was for 
professional acount, but in the absence of 
any gutside or concerted support it was 
quite effective. There was no news, apart 
frcen the reported departure of the Span- 
ish reserve squadron from home waters, 
to account for the trend of speculative 
temper, but which was made of that cir- 
cumstance and also of the decline in wheat. 
In respect to the latter it was argued that 
the earnings of the Western roads would 
be thereby affected and the immense bulk 
of the new crop was overlooked, There was 
very little influence exercised on the local 
market either by the cavied London quota- 
tions or by the foreign dealings in ths 
market. ‘The changes shown in the first 
were fractional and irregular and the foreign 
trading here was upon a limited scale, 
Amer.can Tobacco and a few of the lower 
priced industrial shares showed cornparative 
fllimness, but the general market showed 
no disgosition to raily throughout the day. 
In the standard stocks the net losses ex- 
ceeded one point in only a few cases. 

The close was dull and uncertain. 

The bank statement showed a large gain 
in surpius reserves, the amount being $5,- 
431.000, and the banks’ surplus cash hold- 
ings have now r:.sen to $58,272,000. The 
larger part of the increase in cash un- 
doubtedly is aceounted for by the heavy 
treasury d.sbursements incidental to the 
war.

It is now 
thought, however, that the Government's 
tigures for both years are erroneous and 
few of the unofficial forecasts of this 
year’s harvest fall below 700,000,000 bushe.s. 

Before the formal issue of the c.rcuiar 
of the Treasury Department inviting sub- 
scriptions to the war loan on Monday alt- 
ernoon, the Government had already been 
assured of bids that would have absorbed 
the loan twice over. Three separate syndi- 
eates have offered to take all the loan 
or any part of it not subscribed for by 
the public, while the Treasury Department 
and the various subscription agencies are 
fairly swamped by the rush of applications.

The subscription will continue 
i4, and it would not be surprising if the 
aggregate bids for the joan attained a 


total of $1,000,000,00. The bonds are alrcady 


quoted “‘when issued,” at a substartial 
premium, and the o.d Government issues 
have risen materially since the new lan 


was offered, a notewortiy indication, when 
it is almost certain that the remainder of 
the amount authorized by Congress will 
later on also be issued. 

The money market continues unaffected 
to a material extent by the prospect of 
the conversion of the large sum of $200,000,- 
vuv now in the hands of the public into Gov- 
ernment funds. This is natural, however, 
in view of the arrangements made by the 
Treasury Department with the view ef 
averting any stringency in the money mar- 
ket and of the certainty that the Govern- 
ment will disburse the proceeds of the loan 
almost as rapidly as it realizes upon the 
sales of the bonds. Later, when the bonds 
drift into the national banks, their natural 
resting place, there is a strong probability 
that we shall see something approaching 
inflation in the currency of the country. To 
this latter end there is working not only the 
increased bank circulation hkKely to follow 
the issue of Government bonds, but the in- 
creased gold production of this country and 
the Klondike, and further, the extraordi- 
narily favorable state of our foreign trade. 
In the eleven months ended with May 3l 
our exports exceed our imports by §$971,- 
s89,037, and the closing fiscal year will show 
an excess of more than $600,000,000. This 
excess of exports is more than double the 


showing made in any previous year. Even 
should our exports of agricultural prod- 
ucts fall away materially as compared 


with the current fiscal year the steadily in- 
creasing exports of foreign manufactured 
geods and the decreasing importations of 
foreign merchandise assure our position in 
the foretgn exchanges. This year we shall 
be dehited with a heavily reduced sum by 
reason of the smaller number of Americans 
likely to spend their usual vacations in 
Furope at a very considerable cost. A few

The trading in the stock market has been 
upon a much less active scale this week 
than it was last week and a generally lower 
range of prices has resulted. 

Reference has already been made tn this 
colurnn to important negotiations among 
the railroads of the central middle States, 
by which the C., C.. C. & St. L. Co. Was 
likely to obtain control of one or more 
neighboring and connecting lines, and this 
week the Cincinnati, Hamilton & Dayton 
and Chicago, Indianapolis & Louisville Com- 
panics have been spoken of as the roads in 
question. With the exception of a few 
minor and local roads such a control would 
bring al] the central middle lines practically 
within the sphere of influence of either the 
Pennsvivania or the Vanderbilt-Morgan sys- 
tem. It is thought not unlikely that the 
scope of the present scheme may be no 
lees than as outlined, 

The remainder of the market shows as a 
rule slicwht recessions. The market seems 
to be entering upon the usual early summer 
duliness, which, however, may eaeily be 
broken in upon by decisive developments In 
the war or the material situation.

We d@o not ask for the regimental 
officers, do not expect them, belleving that 
euch officers should be men of wide military 
experience.

It is a 
kind of a sons-of-prominent-men affair.

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Rogers of the United States Army, who 
was detalied to Instruct that school in mill- 
tary tactics. As soon as the State called 
for troops I offered my services to Gov- 
Stephens, telling him I would like to head 
& negro regiment. He sent back word that 
he could not place me now, but that if we 
were needed he would ca]l upon us. 

‘The history of the formation of the 
proposed negro regiments is a short one. 
The truth as to why we are not given the 
positions we ask Is simply because there is 
too much political pull against us. 

“The negro regiments are being or- 
ganized simply for the purpose of getting 
some white men fat positions at our ex- 
pense. These white men would not be ac- 
cepted by soldiers of their own race; they 
are a band of low born’ = incompetents, 
worthless to society and their country, and 
should they be placed over men of their 
own race they would be repudiated. Shall 
the negro accept the ultimatum laid down 
by the Government? Not by a long shot. 

“I. tell you that if Col. Comfort 
raises a regiment of negroes in this 
city and State it will be composed of 
the very dregs ani scum of negrodom. 
It will be hissed by every decent, self- 
respecting and educated and loyal ne- 
gro in the country. Not through any 
lack of patriotism, however, but simply be- 
cause the negro has been denied his just 
rights. We do not propose to fight under 

conditions, 


this matter. We can place a circular in 
the hande of every negro telling him how 
the Government has treated us. Will he 
then enlist? I think not. If any do enlist 
it will be because they do not understand 
the situation, and I would advise Col 
Comfort to put every negro ke enlists 
under these conditions under a strong 
guard, refuse to let them talk or hold 
communication with anybody, for if 
he doesn’t the negroes of St. Louis will 
seo that the proper advice is given 
such enlisted men. Then I am afraid 
Col. Comfort will nave more deserters 
than actual soldiers. He will have to 
put one-half of his men watching the 
other half. 


“The negro does not care to be the dog’s 
tall when he ts really the dog’s body. Ne- 
groes have always mace good soldiers. My 
father organized the first negro company of 
volunteers which tendered ita services to 
President Lincoln at the commencement of 
the late war. Was not Capt. Andrew Cal- 
lioux, the man who performed such meri- 
torious duty at Port Hudson, a negro? 
Every soldier in the last war speaks of the 
bravery, courage and loyalty of the negro 
troops. If we can't command we can't 
fight, and will not fight. :

He points with pride to the fact that he 
is the Grand Secretary of the Grand Chap- 
ter Roya) Arch Masons, colored; Grand 
Recorder of the Grand Commandery 
Knights Templar, colored; Secretary-Gen- 
eral, 33a degree, Council Scottish Rite Ma- 
sons of the United States, colored; last 
Brigaditer-General and Past Supreme Rep- 
resentative and Past Supreme Keeper of 
the Records and Seals Kairhts of Pythias, 
colored; Was formerly Corresponding Becre- 
tary of the Pedagogical Society of St. Louis, 
he being the only negro ever admitted to 
membership in same; is the only negro be- 
longing to the St. Louis Academy of Sci- 
ence. He ig also the conductor of the Col- 
ored State Teachers’ Institute, which meets 
this year at Jefferson Citly.

I have left home every 
day in the week, every week in the month, every month In the year for the last four 
or five years at 7:35 a. m. and return at 7p. m., tired to death and fit for nothing but 
my bed, which I long to drop into. 

How are we breadwinners to remain young under these circumstances? 

For wealthy women or women who have nothing on earth to do but amuse them- 
selves, your ideas are very practical and worth remembering, but even if we had 
more time, how could we afford to pay for camel's hair brushes, expensive soaps, 
massage, electric baths, etc., etc. 

Do you-think there is any hope for us, as far as youth and beauty are con- 
cerned, or are we doomed to ugliness and old age, as well as poverty?

AM very glad to receive this letter, and in answering it I feel sure that 
I address myself to thousands of women who share your. views. Of 
course, it is impossible for a self-supporting woman to give her per- 
sonal appearance the care that women of leisure may so_ well afford, 
but I insist upon it that, on the other hand, the average woman of leisure is— 
because of that very idleness (for leisure and idleness usually walk hand in hand)—far 
more apt to fall into habits of self-indulgence, or even excesses, than the business 
woman, and for this very reason she runs a greater risk of the early loss of her 
beauty than the woman who works ever so hard and leads at least a life of tem- 
perance and regularity. I know what I am saying may sound almost impossible. 
It is not, however, and I will cite my own case as an example of the care it is pos- 
sible for a woman to take of herself, although she works many hours each day. 
I gct up at 6 o'clock every morning. I spend one 
MRS. AYER’S hour and a half at my toilet. This includes a cold 
sponge, manicuring and careful attention to every de- 
DAILY LIFE. tail. At 7:30 I take my breakfast. I live an hour’s ji ur- 
ney from my office. I never leave my desk before 6 
at night: frequently I do not get away until 10 and 11 at night. I work six days 
of every week, and I am sorry to say that I often work seven. No matter what hour 
I reach home, there is one duty—(that is not a duty at all to me, but appears to be a 
great burden to some women)—which I never fail to perform. This is the hot, full 
bath and scrub which I take every night of my life. I believe that the preservation 
of a woman's health and her looks, certainly, are more dependent upon this hot soap 
scrub than anything else. I use a pure French hygienic soap, three dti- 
ferent scrubbing brushes and an immense bath sponge, and I scrub with the 
soap from my head to my feet. By this process T remove every particle of dust 
which has accumulated in the pores of the skin during the day. I establish a good 
circulation. and I experience the delightful sensation of cleanliness which only a 
hot scrub can give one. A thorough rinsing in cooler water, of course, must follow 
the scrub. 

If my skin is a little irritated, which must be the case sometimes where the cli- 
mate is so irregular, I anoint it with a little skin food or cucumber cream. ‘Fifteen 
minutes after the bath is concluded I am in bed, and five minutes after, asleep. 

I am perhaps old enough to be your mother, and | 
do not think you can work more hours in a week than I AN EXAM PLE 
do: vet I, at my age, maintain my health, and I certainly 
do not grow old as other women of my age who omit FOR ALL WOMEN. 
the bath and the regular life which I believe to b* so 
necessary to the preservation of health and looks. 

Now, any working woman can do as much as I do that is to say, any woman 
who can have the privilege of the bath, and after all soap and water are not very 
difficult to procure in this time of luxury for all classes. 

One cake of pure French hygienic soap, used for the face and neck. will cer- 
tainly last three months—perhaps four. ‘ It will cost you about 48 cents a cake. Any 
one of the good floatfig soaps will do for the remainder of the body. One or two of 
these soaps are really excellent for the general bath. A camel's hair face scrubbing 
brush will cost you about $1. Used for the face only, and carefully dried, it will cer- 
tainly last two years. A big bath sponge will cust about $1.50. If you take good care 
of it—washing and rinsing it carefully after each bath—it will last two or three years 
also. A scrubbing brush for the body will cost abovt $1.50. 

Massage is out of the question unless you wish to give yourself treatments. I 
do not often advise this, because I think it very wearisome. but all women do not 


need massage. 
unless you can afford to purchase an electric battery.

Electric baths I consider absolutely necessary in 
certain cases—for example, nervous prostravon, nervous dyspepsia, but to the woman 
of fairly good health this delightful treatment is a luxury, not a necessity. 

I not only think there is hope for the bus'ness woman, tiresome as I know her 
life to be. I am quite positive that by rigid attention to the simple rules of hygiene, 
a careful diet and lots of soap and water, she can defy ugliness and old age, often 
much more successfully than the woman of wealth who is able to employ a masseuse 
every morning and to take an electric bath every night, but who cannot control her 
love of pleasure so that she will get sleep at the proper hours and in sufficient quanti- 
ties, and who has not the strength of will to resist the stimulants and dissipations 
that beset the fashionable woman, and every woman of leisure, and that are a thou- 
sand-fold more destructive to youth and beauty than the most gtinding life of the 
nineteenth century woman worker.

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Finally Mr, Clark was induced to pur- 
chase a gold and silver mine at Butte. He 
worked it for a short time, but it did not 
pay. Then he leased it. Upon development 
it showed no gold and only lLttle silver. 
The ore was refractory, and no one knew 
what to de with it. He had been deceived.

For perfection in each event, not judged 
by distance or speed, 100 points are al- 
lowed; the scale Is graduated and in the eng 
an average is struck. 

A man may break world’s records in eev- 
eral events and still fall below the average 
in the grand capitulation. 

In the gymnasium exercises, it is under- 
stood that two combinations, or series of 
exercises, will be set by the judg or the 
contestants will be required to add one 
or ginal combination. 

This proviso will allow the St. Lou 
who are ali experts at k to make 
up for possible deficiencies in other exer- 
cises. 

Some of the exerc‘ses are cocnparatively 
minor in America, or these have been g.ven 
especial attention by the St. Louis men. 

The Europeans are skilled at the 
steps and jump, which corresponds to our 
hop, step and jump, but js more difficult. 

The German record is 39 feet for the two 
steps and jump. It is told “on the quiet” 
about the South St. Louls Turner Hall that 
Lange has equaled this. His record for the 
hop, step and jump is 4 feet 9 inches. 

The broad high jump is a tester, and 
something peculiarly German. 

a Uh feet broad and @ inches 
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has been nearly equaled by the St. Louis 
turning camp. 

The hand-over-hand rope iene: is a 
game but little followed in America. All 
turners are skilled at rope climbing with 
the use of feet and legs, but to climb with 
the hands and arms is far more difficult. 

The German record, & feet, has been 
topped one inch by George Kuntz of the 
St. Louls Turners. 

But the oddest of all the German Turners’ 
accomplishments is his ability to throw a 
four-pound ball. The ball used is about 
the size of an Association football and is 
filled with excelsior. 

The sphere is handled fn exactly the same 
manner that athletes put the shot. It is 
said to be exceedingly difficult to make 
anything like a good throw. 

It is thought that the idiosyncracies of the 
German exercises have been mastered by 
the St. Lou's representatives, who have 
been in training two months or more to 
prepare themselves. 

Prof. Wittich has personally superintend- 


ed the training of the South St. Louls 
Turnverein’s men, and Braun has been pre- 
pared by Prof. Kittlaus of the Rock 


Springs Society.

Miss Helmke, the proofreader, is 24 years 
of age. She is a St. Louis girl. She has 
been blind since her infancy. 

“IT am an attache in the primary depart- 
ment,” she said. “I have an abundance of 
spare time, and when the stereotyper was 
introduced I sugg: sted to the Board of Man- 
agers that they allow me to read proof, I 
demonstrated that I could perform the work 
as easily as a person who can see, and so 
they gave me the place. 

“At first I had only three or four pages 
a day to read, but now'l have 30 or 40. 

“This may seem to be a difficult task, but 
really, it is easy. Of course, there can be no 
system of marking, and no actual] proof Is 
taken, because none of us can see. I usually 
read from the plate, and either Miss Rook 
or Miss Newnam corrects it as I go @long. 

“When a mistake is discovered, | tell 
them the page, the word, the letter and the 
line in which it occure. If a dot is left out 
it can be put in by machinery very easily.

WATCHING A CUBA | 
BANKER IN NEW YORK. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

NEW YORK, June 18.—Information was 
filed at the Secret Service office by the 
Cuban Junta, in which they charge Narcicz 
Gelats,.a benker of Havana, now living 
with his family at the Hotel Gerlach, with 
being a Spanish sympathizer. For some 
weeks agents of the Junta have been keep- 
ing a strict watch on Col. Gelats. He came 
here on a British steamer that left Havana 
after the blockade had been established. 
She was permitted to pass the lines on the 
ground that she was coaling when the 
blockade was declared, 

A number of Cubans were among the 
passengers. Many of them were said to 
be sympathizers at heart with the Span- 
lards, aithough they gave outward indica- 
tions of fidelity to the stars and stripes. 
According to the Junta Col. Gelats was one 
of the most devoted adherents to the Span- 
ish cause during his residence on the island. 

As yet, Chief Hazen has taken no active 
to toward verifying the information fur- 
nished him. The Cubans claim that Col. 
Gelats was in the 7th Battalion Havana 
Volunteers. He was at the head of a bank- 
ing concern in Havana. It was through 
his house that most of the Government 
business was transacted. 

He enjoyed the confidence of all the Span- 
ish Captains-General. 

Senor Betancourt of the Junta said: 

“I knew Col. Gelats in Havana. I knew 
that he was an ardent sympathizer with 
the Spaniards. He was always with the 
anti-American clique. He came here with 
Major Ortega, who was also a member of 
the volunteers. They were great friends, 
I do not know what has become of Ortega.”’ 

Col. Gelats is a man of medium height, 
thick set, with broad shoulders and a red 
face. He speaks English fluently. When 
seen by a Post-Dispatch reporter last night 
he was not disposed to talk about the 
charges against him. He professed com- 
plete ignorance of any suspicions having 
been cast upon his movements in this coun- 
try. 

“Were you a Colonel in the Havana vol- 

unteers?’’ he was asked.

ONE PARTICIPANT DEAD,

THE FATAL TROUBLE GREW 
FROM A SCANDAL OF THREE 
YEARS’ STANDING. 


ALLEGED SLAPPING OF 
A GIRL BEGAN IT. 


The Man Killed, With His Son, Sought 
to Punish the Brother of His 
Slayer, Who Was His 
Daughter’s Admirer.

BRUNSWICK, Mo., June 18.—A girl, a 
duel, one man dead, another dying. 
“This ts an Incident of Brunswick life. 

The dead man was the City Marshal. 

The dying man is the Mayor. 

The girl is the daughter of the dead Mar- 
shal 

The duel was fought with pistols on the 
streets of the city at 8 o’clock last night 

Marshal Richard Ashby and son, Joseph, 
walked into the saloon of W. J. Finch at 
the hour given and attacked W. J. Heisel, 
brother of the Mayor. 

They accused him of having slapped 
Hattie Ashby and young Ashby grasped his 
throat, choked and beat him. 

The Marshal held a revolver in young 
Heisel’s face while his son punished him. 

Mayor Heisel looked on—for a time, 

Then young Helsel broke and ran, the 
Marshal following him through the door 
into the street, and shooting. 

Mayor Heise] was close behind and also 
shooting. . 

The Marshal turned to answer to the 
fire of the Mayor, but went down with a 
bullet near his heart. 

As he fell he fired again. 

He died a second afterward. 

The Mayor looked at the dead Marshal 
and dropped his revolver. 

If friends had not held him up, he, too, 
would have fallen in the street. 

The last shot from Ashby’s revolver had 
plowed clear through his body, penetrating 
the left lung and coming out under tho 
right shoulder blade. 

Another bullet had lodged in his abdomen. 

The Mayor was game and strong. Sup- 
ported by his friends he walked to his lodg- 
ings in the block in front of which the duel 
occurred. 

He will probably die to-norrow. 

Poverything leading up to the attack on 
young Heisel and the succeeding duel of 
the Mayor and the Marshal is not yet 
known to the public. 

It is eald that Mayor Helsel and Hat- 
tie Ashby visited Chicago together three 
years ago. 

It is reported that they were arrested 
there and fined. 

The conduct of the two is said to have 
been the cause of the separation of the 
Mayor and his wife. Mrs. Heisel is now liv- 
ing in California with two of her children. 
Two other Helsel children are here and 
Roscoe Heisel, the eldest eon, enlisted in 
the army at St. Louls a month ago. 

When, where or why W. J. Helisel struck

HERE is an alliance between the United States and 
England deeper and more binding than any poasibie po- 
litical one; it is an alliance between American beauty 

and dollars and English titles and estates. 
War may foster temporary political sympathies; love brings 
the lasting alliance. It is really this that explains the present 


movement to bring the two peoples more closely tegether po- 


litically. The great influence of America in English politics 
has been through the American women who have married 
Englishmen, rather than through American and Bnglish diplo- 
mats. 

Many American women have married Englishmen of politi- 
cal position. 

It may be roughly estimated that at least 2,000,000 ac~es 
of the most valuable real estate in the United Kingdom have 
come under American influence, about one-half of which is 
entailed. The Duke of Marlborough alone is master of 
25,000 acres. Lord Craven, whose wife was Miss Martin, is 


master of 30,000 acres. 
The amount of money which American brides brought to 


their English husbands has been estimated at as high as 


$150,000 ,000.
